King Edward, built speci- 
ally for this work, being kept in Vic- 
toria harbor.

Canada Gets Portland Canal, a 
Point of Disputed 
Excelence. 



London, Oct. 17.— The Alaska boun- 
dary commission today reached' an. 
agreement whereby all tlio American 
contentions are sustained, with the ex- 
ception of those in relation to the Port- 
land canal, which Canada wins. 

All that now remains to be done is for 
the commissioners to afllx the hiignatures 
to the decision and complete the map 
which will accompany it. 'Ou the map 
will be marked the boundary lino doli- 
iiitely fixing the division of American 
a ml British territory. The Uni ted 
l&tates will get all the waterways to the 
Alaskan territory witii the exception of 
Hie Portland canal, which gives Canada 
an outlet she so much needed. The 
long-standing dispute was only settled 
a iter. a week of keen, trying, 'secret, de- 
liberation between tho arbitrators. Even 
u p to noon today there was an acute poo*- 
nullity that a disagreement might rise and 
the whole proceedings fall to the ground. 
Lord Alverstonc, though openly inclined 
to believe in the justice of the American 
argument that tire United States was en- 
titled to the heads of inlets as contained 
in question live, held out that Canada 
had established her case in questions 
two and three, dealing with the Portland 
canal. After luncheon Senator ILodge, 
Secretary Root anil Senator Turner 
agreed to cede these points) and to start 
the American 'boundary line from tlio 
head of the Portland canal, thus giving 
the ICanudiuns that channel and some 
small islands on which there are only u 
few disused storeliottses. 

This accomplished the majority of the 
tribunal agreed to fix, with this excep- 
tion, the entire boundary as outlined' jii 
the American case. Whether .Messrs. 
Ayiesworth and Jefte, tho' Canadian 
commissioners, will refuse to sign the de- 
cision and make it 'unanimous is not vet 
known, but it will not affect the validity 
of the agreement if a minority report is 
submitted. By Momlay 'afternoon it is 

>ped that everything will be ready for 
signatures, .though t'lie actual marking 
of tlio lino on the map 'which shall for- 
ever determine tlio respective territories 
will occupy some time. The majority 
of tho commissioners left the foreign 
Office hurriedly tlus afternoon In order 
to catch trains for week-end visits to. the 
country. Nothing hud occurred which 
would lead the few onlookers even to 
suspect that the dispute hud reached its 
practical end. The commissioners them- 
selves are still bound to secrecy until 
tin decision is actually signed and ren- 
dered. 

Washington, U. 0., Oct. 17.-Uiiited 
States Secretary of State Hay touight 
received a cablegram from London an- 
nouncing that the Alaskan Boundary 
Commission expected ta hand down a 
decision .Monday, hut that no final 
agreement had been received. No tar- 
tar details of the cablegram wore given 
out. 

Commenting on tho Asssociated Press 
despatches, a high administration of- 
ficial said: "While tile Alaskan Bound- 
ary Commission has not handed down 
a formal decision, the Associated Press 
announcement may he taken us a cor- 
rect forecast of the nature of the de- 
cision, .which will probably be made 
public on .Monday. The contention of 
the United States regarding the Port- 
land canal was the weakest part of the . 
American case and the strongest point 
in the Canadian contention. It is but 
a minor detail of the controversy. Tho 
Canadians contended that the Portland 
linel ran to the north of two small 
islands; tho American contention was 
that the channel ran alongside of these 
islands. On this point there was ground 
for argument. Pearse Island and the 
other small island are both little or of 
n» importance, uud their acquisition 
..ives Canada practically no additional 
advantage." , 

American state department officials 
are naturally profoundly gratified that 
nn agreement has been reached favor- 
aide to the American contention. As 
was pointed out tonight by a high of- 
ficial, the decision is "a complete justi- 
fication of our claims, an evidence of 
the skill witii which the American caso 
has been presented and a tribute to tho 
fairness and hroadmindedness of tho 
British member of the commission, 
(Lord Chief Justice Alverstone."

T1TE FUTURE OF CANADA. 



■\Ve should not shut our eyes to what 
the publicists of the United iStates have 
to say about tho future or our country 
J?or n long time the public opinion of 
the United States regarded Canada as 
certain to fall into the possession of the 
United iStates, because it ivus too in 
significant and too inconsiderable t< 
either stand alone or lie worth retain- 
in- by Great Britain. This concep 
tion of Canada, the growth and wealth 
of Canada have forced the well-inform- 
ed public opinion of the United States 
to abandon. A country which leads 
the world in the per capita value of its 
export trade, and which is so rich that 
halt' a million people inhabiting the 
fringe of one portion, produce annually 
fifty million dollars worth of the staff 
of life, is obviously one regarding which 
the reconstruction of such an idea is 
entirely necessary. The material 
vironment by ' which the conditions of 
human life are determined is clearly 
one which can never force such a coun- 
try to any course of action it does not 
voluntarily adopt from , considerations of 
an entirely different character. The 
conclusion arrived at by (Mr. Frank B. 
Tracy in the North American Review- 
is that the Canadian Dominion will 
ultimately become part of the Unitei 
States. His argument is that the sep- 
aration of Canada and tho United 
States is abnormal and temporary. The 
two peoples are almost homogeneous 
With the acquisitions of Louisiana; 
Florida and the racific 'West tho next 
natural step in the expansion of the 
.United States was the absorption of 
Canada, but just at the time when con- 
ditions were ripest for the change came 
the American civil war, which alienat 
ed the two countries and led in 1SG6 
to the termination of the reciprocity 
treaty of 1S54. Mr. Tracy admits that 
Canadians today manifest no desire for 
annexation; but he believes that tim 
and growth must bring it to pass. Th 
.barriers between the two countries arc- 
largely 'fictitious; the two peoples "are 
much more alike in spirit than are New 
Englanders and Texnns." Qlr. Tracy 
believes that there is a process of as- 
similation going on between the Can- 
adian and American type of character 
which will eventually bring Canada into 
the arms of the United 'States of her 
own volition. With this interpretation 
of the future history of the North Am- 
erican continent, we beg most em- 
phatically to differ. Patriotism, we are 
willing to admit, is. in the last analysis, 
flip fl'llit of the conditions under which 
men live, and no sentimental adherence

They declare- that 
when tho United States government 
brought action against the Northern Se- 
curities Company as an illegal merger, 
capital received a shock and confidence 
was destroyed. As a matter of fact 
we may be excused for thinking that 
the revelations of dishonest promoting 
which have taken place, have destroyed 
the confidence of the small investor, on 
whom the whole structure of sudden 
millionaires and bloated financiers is 
really ibuilt. It is curious to reflect that 
while two years ago the Schwabs ami 
Morgans and Oateses were types of all 
that was most admirable and desirable 
in the United States, they are now 
generally recognized as products of a 
dangerous mania of stock and share 
speculation. What we honestly con- 
fess we did not expect was that this 
mania could have passed away witli so 
little disturbance to the prosperity of 
the United .States and the continent. 
The slump in stock exchange values 
and the wreckage among over-capitaliz- 
ed companies and combinations cannot 
go very much further than they have 
already gone. Yet the general pros- 
perity is unabated, and. in the West 
particularly, Wall street might he Tim- 
buctoo for all the suffering caused by 
its tribulations. The power of resist- 
ance developed on this continent, both 
in Canada and the United States, to 
conditions which in most countries would 
have precipitated a violent panic, is 
something marvelous.

Harney maintained that he had landed 
troops on San Juan, In consequence of one 
of H. AI. ships having been sent there to 
seize an American subject and take him to 
Victoria. The II. M. ship is the Beaver 
before mentioned. 

A few years ago I received a copv of a 
lecture delivered at Paget Sound, by a 
military officer, who had taken a part in 
the San Juan imbroglio. It stated that 
General Harney was a pronounced seces- 
sionist or confederatlonlRt, and so wore 
some of his officers. He declared that tails 
wanton attack on San Juan island was got 
up In order to embroil the British and 
American governments, as this would ren- 
der It easy for the malcontent states to 
separate from the Union, from the stars 
sad stripes !

The success of the manual training 
system, as applied to the public schools, 
has been generally conceded. Victoria's 
experience in this movement is similar 
to that of the boards in the cities of 
the Eust. Inspector Leake, in bis re- 
cent report upon the manual training 
work to the Ontario minister of edu- 
cation, said in part : 

"Manual training, as carried on dur- 
ing the last three years in Toronto, Ot- 
tawa and Brockville, has been experi- 
mental, only in the sense that it was 
open to each educational authority to 
discontinue it tit the end of ,111110 last. 
Tho result of the experiment has been 
that each board, fortified by the strong- 
ly expressed desires of the parents, lias 
decided to continue the work at. its 
own cost, aided by the educational sys- 
tem. 

"In addition to the three cities above 
named, manual training centres aro es- 
tablished in Kingston, Brantford, 
IStratford, Cobourg, Woodstock, Lon- 
don, .Fssex, Berlin, Renfrew and Ham- 
ilton. In these towns the work was 
Commenced to meet a popular demand 
and public opinion is almost unani- 
mously in favor of its continuance and 
extension. 

"Many other educational authorities, 
inspired' by public opinion, are consid- 
ering the questhmt Among them are 
[Peterborough; Gait, Quolph, St. 
Thomas nnd Owen Sound. It is perfect- 
ly legal to give such instruction during 
school hours, and the subjects included 
in the new course of study. The de- 
partment is offering every encouruge- 
ment in the way of expert advice and 
liberal grants to induce other educa- 
tional authorities to follow the example 
of the above boards, nnd would be glad

WHITE CHILDREN AND INDIANS 
To Hie Editor. 

Sir,— Friends have brought to my no- 
tice an article published in the Vic- 
toria Colonist containing untrue state- 
ments, connecting my name with tlie 
procuring of white children to be adopt- 
ed into Indian families, and one case 
is cited in which an orphan wbito 
child is held in a state of slavery. 
These statements were publishcl dur- 
ing my late visit to Kansas, so that 
this is my lirst opportunity to reply. 

The facts regarding my connection 
with these matters are as follows: Some 
five years ago, oue Air. Hy. Tait, a 
halfbreed, formerly au assistant teach- 
er anil interpreter in the Methodist 
mission school at Fort Simpson, and 
now a respected officer iu the Salva- 
tion Army at that place, came to me 
in Vancouver, nsking for a recommenda- 
tion of character, stating that he Jmd 
been promised that a child of part In- 
dian blood would be placed in his care 
if ho could obtain a testimonial from 
me, which I accordingly gave him, stat- 
ing that I had known him for over 
twentv years, and that he was a man 
of good 'Christian character. With this 
letter, I presume, he procured a cliild 
from tlie Alexandra Orphannge in Van- 
couver, but not a white child, as stated 
in the Colonist, 

This bov be kept und cared for (until 
this year, 'and this is the case of cruelty 
concerning which tlie charges are made. 
Owing to the annoyances to which he 
had been subjected recently, Mr. Tait 
had returned this boy to the Alex- 
andra Orphanage in tb e city, where lie 
is now to be seen by any who wish 
to enquire. Upou the lad's arrival hero 
last Julv, he was examined by a medi- 
cal practitioner, and was pronounced 
to be in perfect condition and free from 



any traces of alleged cruelty. Tho lad 
speaks English and can jud^o for him- 
self, so 01 he had been so poorly cared 
for by Air. Tsit, is it not strango that, 
from the time of his return to tho or- 
phanage, the boy should speak of Mr. 
Tait us his father and wish to be sent 
back to him? Later I was approach" 
ed by one, Andrew Wells, a Christian 
India, speakiug English, and one whom 
1 had luiowu for many years, lie. too, 
had previously been promised a child of 
part Indian blood, and I gave him a 
letter stating that I knew of his char- 
actor, and learn siuce that he adopted 
the child. 

In my experience of thirteen years 
as missionary among the Indians, and 
my subsequent acquaintance with them 
more or less for many years, I havo 
nover known of a single instance of a 
white child being given to an Indian 
family, and have certainly nover assist- 
ed in such a matter myself. 

As to my procuring a white child for 
the Indian woman, Annie, as publish- 
ed in tho Colonist, the story is false 
and libellous. I never knew or heard 
of any white child being taken North 
from the orphanage for adoption, but 
one, whom iRev. D. Jennings, of Port 
Essington, adopted, and, as will be ad- 
mitted by all who know Mr. Jennings, 
he will iiot fail iu his duty towards a 
child entrusted to his care. It: might 
be added, by way of explanation, to 
those unacquainted with the Indian 
character and customs, that for many 
years it has been usual for members 
of 0110 tribe to adopt children from 
another, and generally, children so 
adopted receive tlie best of care. 

iSince you have done me the harm of 
printing this story in my absence, I 
must ask you to publish this letter. I 
must also protest against the mislead- 
ing character of the Colonist article, in- 
asmuch as instead of the Tsimsean In- 
dians being, as therein represented, de- 
graded and abandoned In their stylo of 
living they are not so. for many of 
them, in such places as Port Simpson 
and IDssington, occupy respectable-look- 
ing and fairly-well furnished frame 
houses, and, having at the Bonner place 
enjoyed the benefits of mission schools 
for the past thirty years, are. in gen- 
era! Information, far ahead of the class 
of natives which seems to have been 111 
Hie mind's eye of the Colonist's in- 
formant. 

iStories like the present one have been 
repeatedly published for the purpose of 
damaging the missionary work" of tho 
churches and nlso. as in this case, to 
nvake it appear that the orphan and 
unprotected child is being befriended, 
whereas they emanate originally from 
those who pare not, for the moral or 
soeinl elevation of the natives, but 
whose dislike for such movements and 
for missionaries and others engaged 
therein, is onlv equalled by the coward- 
ly means which t'licy employ in their

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FINANCE \ND COMMERCE. 

New York, Oct. 17.— Yesterday's 
sharp recovery in prices brought in a 
large number of buying orders this 
morning, and the slock market was very 
active during the lirst hour. By the 
end of that time it became very evi- 
dent, from tho narrow movement of 
prices, that the demand was being free- 
ly fed to take profits on yesterday a 
rise. The bears thereupon became less 
solicitous to cover their short contracts 
and ceased to buy. The sellers allowed 
prices to slip back to about last night s 
close, at which ikoint there was a mark- 
ed decrease in the volume of business 
with the movement of the market 
brought practically to a standstill. The 
market for the rest of the day was 
somewhat hesitating and irregular. An 
advance of about a point iu Amalga- 
mated Copper, United States Steel pre- 
ferred and U. P., hud a reassuring ef- 
fect and steadied tlie market, but lin - 
ed to lift it to a materially higher level. 
A number of the industrials which had 
suffered violent losses during the week, 
made sharp recoveries, and the nigh- 
priced coalers were marked up several 
points at a time on the professed con- 
fidence that accumulations of steam 
sizes of anthracite are being worked 
off. The bank statement was regard- 
ed as favorable. The further contrac- 
tion in loans is a satisfactory develop- 
ment, and tho small decline 111 cash 
reserves' in face of the apparent gain 
bv the banks on the week's currency 
movement, is attributed to possible 
withdrawals by the trust companies. 
The market did not hold and closed 
easy but dull. The week's decrease 
in 'bank clearings again centered in 
.New York, Philadelphia and Boston, 
due apparently to the decline in specu- 
lation, while the average for the rest 
of the country shows an increase over 
lust year. Imports of merchandise at 
New ' York for the week show a de- 
crease of S992,000 from last week, and 
of $1,624,000 from the corresponding 
week of last year. As bearing 011 tlie 
exchanges' situation, this showing marks 
an increase of our power to draw 011 
foreign centres for money needs. 

The railroad bond market has not 
been active at the stock exchange, but 
prices have been fairly well maintained 
and banks and bond houses report a 
rather better business over the counter 
week, some evidence of a growing in- 
vestment demand. ,

• Made Wireless Telegram Exclusive Property of Sending and Receiv- • 

• ' ing Stations— Plan is to Bridge Continent With Stations— An In- J 
I vention That Immonsely Broadens the Field of Wireless Opera- » 
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■Mr. John Stone, lecturer iu tho 
electrical department of tho 'Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology, who 
well known • for important in- 
ventions in the development of long 
distanco telephoning, 'has recently 
proved the value of years of 
work devoted to the commercial aspects 
of wireless telegraphy by sending mes- 
sages from. Cambridge to .Lynn, Mass., 
a distance of about 12 miles, under con- 
ditions that have hitherto been deemed 
impossible. Until this message no wire- 
less telegraph had been successfully oper- 
ated within three miles of an electric 
car line, or scut under conditions at nil 
similar to those of an ordinary telegram 
— conditions, however, that are absolute- 
ly essential to reducing Hertz's great 
discovery to the terms of a matter-of- 
fact, daily business. Under the new 
system in short wireless telegraphy be- 
comes a means of communication on 
laud, where all the conditions of daily 
life — trolley cars, sky-scrapors, thunder 
storms and the ever-present electrical 
disturbances 'presented by the wires of 
telegraph and telephone systems already 
in operation — have so far made it an im- 
possibility. In Hie matter of large sur- 
faces of water its operation is of course 
less embarrassed' by extraneous causes. 
The new system, moreover, takes yet 
another important step in the direction 
of making wireless- telegraphy a onlver; 
sal convenience, for it not only reduces 
the height of the masts to practical pro- 
portions but it has salved tho problem 
of making each message the exclusive 
property of the sending and receiving 
stations. This is essentially the experi- 
mental achievement of the Technology 



lira tions of tho tuning fork, produce 
sounds of different intensity, the vital 
principle of Mr. Stone's selective appar- 
atus may be roughly reduced to terms 
of music. If you imagine three boys 
standing within speaking distance and 
two of them capable of distinguishing 
a certain note in the vocal scale that 
the other cannot distinguish, the two 
boys are in the same mutual relation 
as' the two stations of the Stone wire- 
less system. If you reduced that note to 
terms of the Morse alphabet the two 
boys would have a method of coinnniiii- 
ea'tion of which the third would be ig- 
norant. And it is by scientifically se- 
lecting the wave length to which only 
his own apparatus will respond that 
(Mr. Stono has changed wireless tele- 
graphy from a belter skelter sending of 
a given message to all points of tlie com- 
pass to a single communication between 
two instruments that has for commer- 
cial 'Purposes, the .same directness and 
secrecy of a. message iby wire. Not long 
ago, it will be- remembered, Marconi 
wan himself interfered with in sending 
a wireless despatch owing to the, fact 
that other people accidentally or other- 
wise entered into communication, with 
his Instruments, 

'Without attempting to enter upon the 
technical details of Mr. .Stone's inven- 
tion, the principle of this important dis- 
covery is one which may bo readily un- 
derstood by anybody familiar with tho 
actions of an ordinary tuning fork.

Olympia Sails 



For the Orient 



Efforts Being Made to Have 
Flour Rates Restored to 
Old Schedule. 



Disabled Steamer Meteor is 
Picked Up— The Farallon 
breaks Down. 



Steamer Olympla, of the Northern Pa- 
cilile Hue, sailed from the Ocean docks yes- 
terday for the Orient, carrying a neavy 
cargo of Hour and merchandise— the Hour 
being consigned to Japan wneie heavy Im- 
ports of foodstuffs are being made on ac- 
count o£ the preparations for the cointlu- 
geucy Which threatens the country, war 
WlUu Russia. The steamer had an average 
miiuber of passengers. 

'Une Olympla had a fuiil cargo of general 
•freight, chiefly Hour, tobacco and cloth, 
valued at $105,104, and consigned to various 
porta of the Orient. 

The Olympla had live saloon passengers 
and aliout twenty-live steerage passengers. 
Her saloon passengers Include title .Misses 
'.Margaret and Alice Cooper, daughters ot 
General Manager Thomas Cooper, of the 
Northern I'aeilic xallroad; Miss Helen Bunn 
daughter of General CouiisU Bunn, ot the 
Northern I'aeilic, and Mrs. Andrew Dixon, 
wile of the commander of the liner, who 
will chaperon the young ladles, who are 
to make a. round-trip tour of the Orient on 
the Olympta. The liner's other first cabin 
pusseugera le Key Smith of Omaha. 

Over 35,000,000 cigarettes are In tno 
liner's liold consigned to Shanghai, besides 
J»1,1T2 pounds of leaf tobacco and a small 
shipment of smoking and plug tobacco. 

The steamship companies are not bene- 
ntlug as much as they would have done 
were It not for the rate war to the Orient 
on the large demand for Hour and wheat 
in Japan bv reason of the warlike move- 
meat. A meeting of the agents of the va- 
rious Hues running to the Orient was held 
at Seattle on Friday, wtoUcll was attended 
bv representatives of the Nippon Yiusen 
Kalshu, Canadian I'ucllic, Boston Steam- 
ship Company, Northern I'aeilic and Port- 
laud & Asiatic Steamship Company. An 
effort was made to agree ou December rates 
fur Hour shipments, but after the sltuat ion 
was thoroughly canvassed It was decided 
to hold the question In abeyance until tho 
San Francisco rates are announced. 

(Representatives of the Hues Interested 
In Hie conference Insist Chat there is no 
money Jn the $3 .rates and are anxious 
to advance the charges to $4 or ?o per ton. 
This will be done If the San Francisco 
liaes will stand by the S3 rate, but Hie 
re-entry of the China Commercial Company 
into iiie flight Is a complication that is 
likely to upset everything. 

Tiho Hour shipments to China and Japan 
nre unusually heavy at present. The de- 
mand 'has quickened and the Shortage in 
crops in districts that are tributary to 
China and Japan Is aiding the mills of the 
Northwest In controlling the situation. The 
steamship companies, however, are not yet 
in a position to sl.iore In the profits of the 
.trade. They cannot afford to cripple Nona- 
west mills by putting them under a handi- 
cap In favor of California, and the rate 
^question will he left open until the No- 
w-ember situation works itself out. 

Flour rates to be he quoted by the steam- 
ship lines of the Northwest Interested in 
che oriental traffic for December busi- 
ness depend entirely upon the action of 
Sau Francisco lines. If the re-entry of 
the China Commercial Company Into San 
Francisco trade means another cut of 
Hour rates Che Northern lines will not be 
able to advance the freight dhairgcs to $1 
or S3 per ton as had been contemplated. 
The £1 rate effective during November 
would! under circumstances, be continued. 

The China Commercial Company has suc- 
ceeded in enterint? Into another contract 
with tho Mexican government for the de- 
livery of l.tHJO Oriental laborers per month. 
This means ttie receipt of $45,000 eaoh 
month and places the China Commercial 
Company In an Independent position, where 
every dollar paid on return cargoes is so 
ilucIi profit. 

It is this circumstance that has made the 
Northern Hues bold off on the December 
rates. The China Commercial Company 
Will have a sailing out of San Francisco 
during November, and it: is feared by the 
Northern lines that the Hour rates, agreed 
K, at the previous meeting will be upset. 
If this happens a demoralization of Decem- 
ber rates Is likely and the lines Interested 
in tlic Northern bureau cannot afford to 
commit themselves to a December policy. 

A st run:; hope Is entertained Dliat San 
Francisco will lie able to maintain rates. 
'Phis, 'however. Involves an understanding 
with the China Commercial Company, some- 
thing that does not appear to be probable 
at present.

| FAIt AI.LON MEETS ACCIDENT. 

Broke Tail Shaft Near Where Accident Bc- 
fel Cottage City. 

! The Lynn canal steamer Farallon Is dis- 
abled in Wiiingel Narrows. She has a 
broken tail-shaft. The vessel brokt down 
October 11 In Frederick Sound, off Cape 
FaiHhaw, and not far fronfffche scene of 
the recent disaster to the steamer Cottage 
City. 

News of the mishap to Hie Farallon 
came In a telegram from Capt Nort. master 
of the vessel], to the Alaska StodmShlp 
Company, which owns and operates her. 
Oapt. Nord presumably sent his message 
to Juneau upon the steamer Humboldt, 
whlcUr was- passing northbound. The Far- 
allon was headed this way from Lyun 
canal. 

Some hours after the accident the United 
States coast and geodetic survey vessel 
Geduey chanced along and towed the Far- 
allon into Wrange.1 Narrows. The disabled 
steamer will remain t'here until the arrival 
of the tug Pioneer, wUlch was despatched 
North on Friday night to tow iier South. 

This Is ths ll'rst accident of consequence 
to any of the Alaska Steamship Company's 
vessels In a long time. Just what caused 
it Is not known here. The shaft Is com- 
paratively new, having been placed in the 
vessel about eighteen months ago.

The disabled steamship Meteor was pick- 
ed up by the freighter Eureka and Is being 
towed to UuaJaska.

The news 
of the Eureka's Hading the Meteor was 
conveyed to Nome by the San Francisco 
steamship St. Paul, it was sent by Col. 
W. T. Perkins to St. Michael and wired 
from t hut point under date of October 14 
to the Northwestern Commercial Company 
at Seattle. 

The news tlhat the Eureka proceeded to 
tow the .Meteor to Unalaska, nearly UOO 
miles liway, when she was within seventy- 
live miles' of St. Michael, her destination, 
created much comment among marine men. 
Such a course Is accounted for only on the 
theory that Captains Ami's and O'Brien 
concluded it unsafe to attempt to discharge 
the Meteor In her badly crippled condition 
at St. .Michael.

The annual geneva] meetlug of shnre- 
holders of the Winnipeg was hold at 
the mine near Phoenix last week. I«rom 
the managing director's statement it 
appears that the property, at which 
operations were recently resumed, is in 
n more satisfactory condition una that 
with the moderate treatment rate of- 
fered by the Boundary Kails smelter, it 
■will henceforward be possible to work 
the mine at a profit. Shipments are 
■being made from the 50-foot level at 
present, and in the meantime the deep- 
er workings ore being uuwatered. air, 
Plewninn in his report further states 
that when the 100-foot level was un- 
watered a few days ago a considerable 
cave-in was disclosed, This level has , 
been cleaned out, timbered -where neces- |" 
sary and wining commenced, and in a j 
■few days a shipment will be made from 
what is' known on the level as the West- 1 
ern or Copper vein. Unwateriug tho ' 
mine still continues, and we have now 
reached the 800-foot level, and in a few 
diys wo hope to have it pumped out. 
The main workings of the WlnnipegJ 
mines are mi this level and it is ex- 
pected to have it cleaned out, rails laid 
and all connections made by the time 
the compressor plant is installed. 

"Instead of making any further np- 1 
peals to tho shareholders I hope to see j 
the sale of the treasury stock altoge- 
ther withdrawn in a few days. We 
Still need that $5,000 as shown by Hie 
trial balance and financial statement

(From time to time appear articles in 
the press admonishing Canadian trades 
unions to cut their international nililin- 
Ition. Most of the stuff is inspired bv 
capitalists who fear, the strength acquir- 
ed through international relationship. A 
trade union that suits the boss will never 
do the workmen any good. If severing 
the ties which unite Canadian unions 
Iwitli American unions would strengthen 
'tho Canadian unions the people who are 
now udv.ising such n course would be 
mum as oysters. 

When it union is strong the other fel- 
lows arc willing to conciliate, arbitrate 
— do anything reasonable rather than on- 
gage in n light. But when a union is 
weak the other fellows never see any- 
thing to conciliate or arbitrate— just like 
the bully at school who will -light every- 
thing in sight but a boy his own size. 

Experience has taught that interna- 
tional trades unions on the lines of trade 
autonomy aro tho strongest ami most 
practical. Every other conceivable form 
of labor union has been tried untl found 
(wanting. 

It is contended that a large amount of 
money is being paid annually by Cana- 
dians into American institutions for 
Which no return is received. This is not 
according to facts. Ono instance of 
many will illustrate. The International 
Clgarmnkers' union last Tear spent more 
money in the city of [Montreal tharnit 
will receive from all its Canadian meni- 
Ibers during the next HX) years. Of 
course there are local branches of inter- 
national unions which have never direct- 
ly received a cent back of all the money 
they have paid to their internationals. 
|On the other hand, there are branches 
in other parts of Canada which have re- 
ceived from their internationals more 
than they ever paid in or are ever likely 
to pay in— just like the cigarmakers of 
Montreal. 

'Members of international trades unions 
'are much like members of benefits so- 
cieties, the most fortunate are those, who' 
never have occasion to draw ou the bene- 
fit funds. 

1*e:tr by year finds the dues in trades 
unions increasing to meet the expendi- 
ture incurred by the adoption of benefit 
features. The tendency is towards mak- 
ing the union something more than a 
militant organization. Sick benefits, out- 
of-work benefits, old age pensions, homes 
ifor old and iulirm members, and death 
Ibonefits have been adopted by the more 
up-to-date unions. It is sometimes said 
that high dues retard the growth of 
trades unions. Where dues have been 
increased to meet the cost Of additional 
benfits, the strength of the unions have 
not alono been maintained but their 
membership materially increased. It is 
now proposed, in fact lias been adopted 
!by many, to extend tho use of trades 
unions by making them benevolent and 
insurance associations as well as militant 
organizations. There is no reason why 
they should not be and there are many 
•reasons why they should look after their 
unemployed, care for their sick, old and 
infirm members nud bury their dead. 
The ordinary workingman is anything 
Unit n financier and therefore can save 
nothing out of his big income. When 
misfortune overtakes him he is plunged 
out of poor circumstances into poverty. 
(In this plight he becomes — with a fam- 
ily in most cases — an object of charity. 
The trades union first proposes to get 
him the full market price for bis labor 
and thereby enable him to insure him- 
self out of the increased nay against 
loocoming a charge upon the slate or 
charitable institutions. 

'After appearing as a weekly labor 
'paper for four years the Vancouver In- 
dependent announces that hereafter the 
paper will appear monthly with specials 
sis occasion demands. The. Independent 
lias not pa ill, the proprietors having hist 
in time and' motley some SlI.oOO. The 
(Independent deserved better treatment of 
organized lnl>or, whoso constant, consist- 
ent anil fearless champion it ever was. 
In all the lights between capital and 
'labor— and there wore unite a few— the 
Independent was tho faithful servant of 
the unions. Iln most instances the un- 
ionists gained something and the paper 
nothing except it was the enmity of the 
employing class. The niosl faithful 
friends of organized labor receive the 
Jea«t consideration, and sooner or later 
join tho army of "has boons."
